The npme of Adwiral Peun is far more fami-
linr to the Eoglish thon that of William Penn,
and it sounds strapgn Lo the ear of am Americnn
to hear the former’s nsame 0 often and jlhe
|utter’s so seldom,

In relerring 10 the visit {0 this country, in
1861, of ‘Grruville John Penn, the lecturer
ginted that Thomus Peun had given the groand
npon which the city of Easton 15 bult, It being
provided 1o the deed that a red rose should be
givew the bead of the tamily yearly, thus seou-
ring o emall conslderation, Soue time ngo the
city government desived to pat to othier uses the
public squares, bat could not do a0 without the
consent of the living represcnintive of Penn,
and accordingly application wns made to Gran.
villeJohu Penv in 1851, who granted the request.

The decensod was for 8 long (e Governtor of
{he Ieland of Portland, duriog which tinue he
there ballt & palace, and named 0 “Poonsylva:
nia Castle.,” He also built & manston called
“Salitode,” on the west bank of the Schuylkill,
which still remains,

Stoke Purk was the scene ol the poet Gray's
“"Long Story,” and the church nod graveyard
that inspired his celebrated 'Elegy" are In the

$322 14, thus leaving but 37 in thetreasary. The
items for which money waus expended copgisted
of aivipe the destitute, tarnishing clothes for
them, nod In several nstances poor families
wiore p.’-‘\'i'l-t‘ d from ij‘{.:{u:l.‘hl from iheir
humble homes by the society,
